Mrs.  Hillman  served  with  marked  ability 
as  lady  principal  of  Central  Female  Insti- 
tute until  1876,  when  she  retired  tempora- 
rily from  active  duties  of  teaching,  having 
l>een  both  pupil  ami  teacher  for  forty  years. 

On  the  death  of  her  husband  in  April, 
1894,  she  became  President  of  Hillman  Col- 
lege, ami  presided  for  three  years  in  "Ade- 
lia  Hall,”  named  in  her  honor  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  During  her  career  a s a teacher 
she  was  interested  in  every  phase  of  Chris- 
tian education,  and  her  papers  read  before 
the  Associations  and  State  teachers’  meet- 
ings were  models  of  thought  and  elegant 
expression.  It  is  a striking  tribute  to  her 
interest  in  education  that  when,  in  the 
summer  of  1867,  Mississippi  College  was 
$6,000  in  debt,  with  little  prospect  of 
meeting  the  payment  due  January  1,  1868, 
Mrs.  Hillman  went  North  at  her  own  ex- 
pense and  obtained  contributions  and  loans 
sufficient  to  lift  the  judgment  and  put  the 
buildings  in  repair,  with  additions  to  the 
library.
